Lonpox, Nov. 21.—Stocks are quiet 
and steady, with a fractional advance, 
generally in Americans. 

New York, Nov. 21.—Stocks opened 
comparatively quiet for the first hour, 
with prices higher. Advances were 
general for sugar refineries. The only 
marked feature in the early trading 
was a renewal'of weakness in Rock 
Island, which opened up at 6444, but 
quickly fell to 614¢ on large dealings. 
The general list yielded io small frac- 
tions, but the downward moven:ent in 
Rock Island ended in material gains 
being scored all along the line. 

At 11 o’clock the market was firm 
and active at the best prices reached. 

Under some baying by London the 
market continued strong and was 
made more so by the announcement 
that the Southern Pacific, Santa Fe, 
Wnion Pacific and others of the trans- 
continental roads had signed an agree- 
ment to firmly maintain rates and pay 
no rebates, and refuse to exchange 
traffic with the roads east of the Mis- 
souri river if fonnd manipulating rates. 

Pullman advanced 9, but the most 
conspicuous feature of the forenoon, 
however, was the activity and advance 
in Northern Pacific preferred, which 
went up 25, to 63 before 11:30. After 
this came Union Pacific and Western 
Union. 


A Raliread Alliance.

New Yor«, Nov. 21.—It is stated 
this afternoon that an alliance has 
been formed between the interests 
represented by George C. Magoun of 
Kidder, Peabody, & Co., Jay Gould, 
C. P. Huntington and the Standard 
Oil Company, by which all railroads 
owned or cuntrolled by them, individ- 
ually or jointly, are to be operated to- 
gether, practically under Gould’s di- 
rection. The alliance includes the 
Southern Pacific, Union Pacific, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Northern Pacifie, Atchi- 
son, Wabash, Kansas & Texas, Texas 
Pacifie and many other roads. 

It is also said Gould is trying to 
force the holders of Rock Island. to 
either sell their stock around the pres- 
ent prices or join hands witn the other 
roads in the alliance. 

The Burlington and Chicago & Alton 
will act with the allied roads in what- 
ever step may hereaiter be taken, but 
there are fears the Vanderbilts may 
be angry at the loes of their traffic 
contract on the Union Pacific and 
refuse to join. 

If the Vanderbilts and the roads 
controlled by J. P. Morgan can be 
brought in, a meeting of the bankers 
and railroad Presidents of all roads in 
the country will be called, a new asso-

Many of the friendiy Indians 
have left the agency and are now 
camped at Rushville.

Dr. William Anderson, the di- 
rector-general of the British ord- 
nance facteries, fecently stated 
that the Government manufacto- 
ries at Woolwich, &c., bad em- 
ployed 17,000 people, payiug | 
£1,300,000 for wages and £1,015,000 | 
for material, the latter sum, as he | 
pointed out, largely representing | 
wages also. He added: “ With 
the exception of a very few stores, | 
such as sulphur, saltpeter and gun | 
stocks, all material has been pur- 
chased in the United Kingdom or 
its dependencies.” 

No nation understands more 
thoroughly than Evgiand that an 
artic'e costs a country what it 
parts with to acquireit. And al- 
though all the world is called on to | 
grow raw material for them to | 
manufacture, excepting a very few | 
stores, everything is bought in the 
United Kingdom or its dependen- 
cies. 

When Gordon was cooped up in 
Khartoum the English Govern- 
ment bought some Wortl.ington 
pumps, as no English pun:::s were 
made that could do the duiy re- 
quired. This was objected to, oue 
paper voicing the public opinion 
in the exclamation: “We should 
like to know why the contract was 
let to an American at all, and why | 
a single penny of the money paid | 
by the British texpayer should be | 
sent out of this country? Warfare | 
will assume a totally different 
aspect if British taxes are to be | 
employed to enrich the rival man- | 
ufacturers of other countries.” |

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THE economic changes now being | 
discussed in Nevada are of the 
greatest moment to our people. 
They mean tearing down ‘the old | 
foundation upon which we have 
builded and putting under new 
timber. The work of reconstruc- 
tion must be well and faithfully 
performed, or our form of govern- 
ment will be undermined and the 
structure will collapse. To do the 
work in the most substantial man- 
ner and lop off all unnecessary 
limbs that now incumber our 
. State will require much careful 
thought, for we must make an or- 
ganic law that will not only suit | 
our present condition, but one that | 
we can live under if our population 
shoul increase ten fold. It is no 
easy matter to tear away the foun- 
dation of*an old structure, raise 
the building to a level with pres- 
ent requirements and put under it 
a vew one that will be lasting. 
Such a move requires careful 
thought and intelligent action. 
The Legislature has much impor- 
tant preliminary work to do; work 
that will go far towards making 
our new constitution a success if 
properly done, but it requires in- 
telligence and honesty that has not 
characterized Nevada Legislatures 
in past years,when its members 
were selected to perform a specific 
act and be governed the rest of the 
session by what corporation lobby- 
ists told them to do. But we be- 
lieve this year the Stete bas repre- 
sentatives of a high order of intelli- 
gence and an honesty of purpose. 
It is to be expected that there will 
be some whose conscience will be 
susceptible to the almighty dollar, 
and- aside from “making” money 
they will not care a whit about the 
State or its future, bat we believe 
that class of individuals will be 
hopelessly in the minority, and 
powerless to cripple needed legis- 
lation. Everything depends upon 
the incoming Legislature, the men

A Snow-White Swallow. 

Ornithologists in Paris are much in- 
terested in thediscovery of a rare bird 
in the shape of a snow-white swallow. 
This novel specimen of the feathered 
tribe came to life lately ina nest which 
was built by the parent bird under the 
eaves of a glass roof covering a court in 
the extensive manufactory of a trades- 
man residing in the district of Grenelle. 
The white bird was born with two 
black specimens, one of which flew 
away as soon as it was fledged, where- 
upon the tradesman, in order to keep 
the other two, transformed the glass- 
roofed court into a temporary apiary. 
Photographs have been taken of the 
snow-white swallow and will be sent to 
the leading naturalists of thecity, one of 
whom went to Grenelle in order to study 
the feathered curiosity. This gentle- 
man was, however, too late to see the 
bird alive. It perished probably be- 
cause too mach care was taken of it, or 
through fright at the number of people 
who came to stare at it asa natural cu- 
riosity. The dead bird will now be 
stuffed and sent to the museum of the 
Botanical Gardens, where there is al- 
ready a white magpie, which still lives 
and hops about among its companions, 
from which it only differs in color. 


Compressed Air Torpedo. 

Still another torpedo, this one the in- 
vention of an Austrian Count, Buona- 
corsi by name, bas made its appearance 
in the European naval and military 
world.

A S8now-White Swallow. 
Ornithologists in Paris are much in- 
terested in thediscovery of a rare bird 
in the shape of a snow-white swallow. 
This novel specimen of the feathered 


was built by the parent bird under the 
eaves of a glass roof covering a court in 
the extensive manufactory of a tradcs- 
man residing in the district of Grenelle. 
The white bird was born with two 
black specimens, one of which flew 
away as soon as it was fledged, where- 
upon the tradesman, in order to keep 
the other two, transformed the glass- 
roofed court into a temporary apiary. 
Photographs have been taken of the 
snow-white swallow and will be sent to 
the leading naturalists of thecity, one of 
whom went to Grenelle in order to study 
the feathered curiosity. This gentle- 
man was, however, too late to see the 
bird alive. It perished probably be- 
cause too much care was taken of it, or 
through fright at the number of people 
who came to stare at it as a natural cu- 
riosity. The dead bird will now be 
stuffed and sent to the museum of the 
Botanical Gardens, where there is al- 
ready a white magpie, which still lives 
and hops about among its companions, 
from which it only differs in color.
